Thomas a Beckett, comes upon a mystery involving 
King Arthur’s treasure and the Holy Grail. Both 
find the ‘treasure but only to one is the meaning 
of the Grail made clear. 


Wernher, Hilda. Land and the well. Long- 
mans, 1946. 243p. $3.50. 


A story of peasant life in an Indian village. In 
simple style it relates the fortunes and everyday 
events in the lives of one family -whose greatest 
ambition is to secure a well to water the land, a 
difficult accomplishment for people so poor. Part of 
the interest centres about an attractive girl mar- 
ried to one of the sons. Characters are well- 
drawn, if typed. Vividly portrayed are the customs 
and modes of thought of a people far removed from 
foreign influence. Should increase understanding 
and tolerance. 


Thurber, James. The white deer. MHar- 
court, 1945. 115p. $3.25. 


The humour of the Thurber pen and pencil: will 
provide delightful relaxation and this fairy tale of a 
magical forest, and of a king and his three sons in 
quest of a princess. For senior reading.
